4. Claims 1-22, and 26-40 are allowed. The claims will be renumbered as follows: claims 
1-22 will remain claims 1-22; claim 27 will be renumbered as claim 23; and claims 26 and 28-40 
will be renumbered in order as claims 24-37. 

Prior art has not been found that suggests or renders obvious the limitations of 
independent claims 1, 8, 39, and 40 disclosing the detailed method and system for generating and 
using an impact matrix for use in allocating frequency channels. Specifically, the impact matrix 
is viewed in light of the specification page 9 through page 1 1 . 

Prior art has not been found that suggests or renders obvious the limitations of 
independent claims 20, 26, 31, and 35 disclosing creating am impact matrix for use is frequency 
allocation in a wireless communication network comprising: determining weighted interference 
impact scores for pixels based upon each of the non-serving sectors' interference impact upon the 
pixel's serving sector, and determining overall impact scores based upon the weighted 
interference impact scores. Specifically, the weighting is viewed in light of the specification on 
page 19 and the overall impact scores are viewed in light of pages 21 and 22.
